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THE NEW GRAIN BILL 


NEW GOVERNMENT GRAIN BILL 
WILL PROTECT SHIPPERS 


The Bill Proposes to Establish a 
Grain Commission of Three, Large- 
ly on the Lines of the Railway 
Commission, to Have Full Control 
of the Grain Trade—Will Have 
Special Powers of Investigation. 


Ottawa.—In the senate, on moving 
the second reading of the bill respect- 
ing grain, Sir Richard Cartwright 
said that the matter was one of great 
importance and contained provisions 
of an unusual character. The sub- 
er dealt with had been long and 
1otly discussed, especially in the 
west, where the farmers believed they 
had béen badly dealt with by per- 
sons ating as middlemen between 
them and ultimate consumers. The 
question had been investigated by a 
commission, and had been dealt with 
by legislation in the form of the 
Manitoba Grain Act, which is being 
re-enacted with some new provisions. 
After giving a week to complaints of 
delegations and others full considera- 
tion, the government had arrived at 
the decisions which are embodied in 
this bill, and which it is hoped will 
meet this casé, and will result in 
Canadian grain retaining the high 
standard which it has obtained in 
the markets of the world. 

Without committing himself as to 
the amount, Sir Richard said he had 
no doubt that the farmers have suf- 
fered considerable losses through the 
manipulations of grain at the termin- 
al elevators, and perhaps elsewhere, 
and, that. these manipulations had 
more or less reduced the price that 
farmers would have otherwise obtain- 
ed for their grain. No one could 
dispute the desirability of maintain- 
ing the grain standards at a proper 
pea and of assuring farmers’ the 

ighest prices for their product. 

uring the past few years the Cana- 
dian Northwest had developed great 
prosperity, and the rest of Canada 
had benefited from it. Nothing could 
more conduce to the prosperity of the 
Northwest, and indeed of the whole 
of Canada, than that the farmers 
should be prosperous and contented. 

The bill proposed to establish a 
grain commission of three, largely on 
the lines of the railway commission, 
and to a considerable extent inde- 
pendent of the government. This 
commission will have full control of 
the grain trade, and will have large 
discriminatory powers to determine 
what places shall be public elevators, 
and to take all possible precautions 
of insuring the purity of Canadian 
grain during its transmission to 
Europe. f 

The commissioners would be ap- 
pointed for terms of ten years, and 
would have to vacate their offices on 
reaching the age of 70 years. They 
would reside at Fort William or Port 
Arthur. They would have special 
powers of investigation and in éxtra- 
ordinary cases to shut up for a tinie 
elevators where they have reason. to 
believe there should be improper 
practices. In certain cases they will 
have; power to acquire, lease or con- 
struct elevators, which may be oper- 
ated by the government in case of 
need. The penalty clauses provide 
for the imposition of fines of from 
$5,000 to $20,000, and of imprison- 
ment to two years. The commission 
will report to parliament annually, 
and may recommend any changes 
which they deem desirable.

CENTRE OF BIG COAL INDUSTRY 


Very Flattering Report On Coal from 


an _. Official of 


Government 


Ottawa.—That Edmonton promises 
to be the centre of a flourishing coal 
industry, inasmuch as coal seams 
have been discovered in its vicinity 
which are capable of being worked 
economically and on a commercial 
scale, is the statement made in a re- 
port just issued by the geological 
survey at work under Mr. D. B. Dow- 
ling. A total available tonnage of 
eighty million tons is the estimated 
extent of coal in the fourteen mile 
area which constitutes the Edmonton 
field. 

“All analyses show coal in the vi-

cinity to be of the lignite class, 
which, although excellent fuel for 
domestic and power purposes, re- 


quires care in shipment and storage,” 
says the report. 

Storage under cover, however, pre- 
vents much waste, while experiments 
have shown that this coal used in gas 
producers of down draught type is 
more economical for power produc- 
tion than the best grade under the 
steam boiler. 

The presence of fuel that can be 
mined in the immediate vicinity of 
the city is an inducement for the per- 
manent location of manufacturing 
ventures,

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GOES FURTHER THAN ALBERTA 


Saskatchewan Asks for Water Rights 
and Coal Rights of the 
Province 


Regina.—Arising out of a resolution 
moved by Mr. Haultain, in the legis- 
lature recently, urging upon the gov- 
ernment the advisability of taking 
steps to secure the water powers and 
coal areas in the province, one of the 
most memorable debates in the his- 
tory of the province took place. 

Mr. Haultain spoke very briefly, 
merely emphasizing the need of some 
such step as he advocated, in order to 
secure power and fuel to assist in the 
development of the province. His re- 
solution was as follows: 

“That in the opinion of this house 
the government should take immedi- 
ate steps towards obtaining the con- 
trol of the unalienated coal areas and 
water power in the province with a 
view to the ultimate establishment of 
provincial development and transmis- 
sion of power for municipal, manu- 
facturing and other purposes in the 
province and of cheap fuel supply un- 
der control and operation of the gov- 
ernment.” 

Following a speech by George Lang- 
ley, Attorney General Turgeon took 


the house completely by surprise 
by not only supporting the course 
outlined by Mr. Haultain but by 


maintaining that the house should go 
further and ask for the entire hinter- 
land of Saskatchewan with an outlet 
on Hudson’s Bay, and all lands in 
the province that were required for 
homesteading purposes. To say that 
the house was taken by surprise 
would be to put it mildly. Both 
sides of the house with the exception 
of the government, were undoubtedly 
staggered by the far-reaching charac- 
ter of the proposals set forth by Mr. 
Turgeon who embodied the govern- 
ment policy in a lengthy amendment.

POLICY 1S EFFECTIVE 


IMMIGRATION POLICY RESULTS 
IN GETTING GOOD SETTLERS 


Rules and Regulations Call for Desir- 
able Settlers, Superintendent of 
Immigration Tells Committee on 
Agriculture and Colonization—Re- 
markable Increase in Homestead. 
ing and Land Sales. 


Ottawa.—W. D. Scott, superintend- 
ent of immigration, in giving his 
evidence before the committee of agri- 
culture and colonization, laid 


policy. of the Dominion government 
was two-fold in character. First, to 
induce immigration of thoroughly de- 
sirable farmers, farm laborers and fe- 
male domestic servants from the 
United States, British Isles and cer- 
tain northern continental European 
countries, and secondly, to restrict, as 
far as possible, immigration of all un- 
desirables and all persons who are 
likely to congest urban districts, and 
so bring about undesirable conditions 
existing in large centres of other 
countries, through over-crowding and 
lack of employment. 


Mr. Scott pointed out that the or- 
ders in council regarding indirect 
travel and possession of passports, to- 
gether with that calling for Asiatics 
to possess at least $200 upon arrival, 
had resulted in making it extremely 
difficult for southern and eastern 
Suropeans and Asiatics to gain access 
to the Dominion, while the regula- 
tion requiring immigrants of other 
classes to have $25 had. resulted in 
only such persons arriving as were 
well able to take care of themselves 
until such time as employment was 
secured. While admitting that the 
money test was by no means perfect, 
the superintendent held that the mere 
fact of a man having money in his 
possession showed that he had most 
likely been diligent, hard working 
and self-supporting, and held that im- 
provement in the quality of the char- 
acter of the immigrants showed in no 
small degree a result of the regula- 
tions which went into force two years 
ago. 

He also pointed out that in spite of 
the augmentation of the restrictive 
regulations a large increase has 
taken place in the number arriving, 
and gave as a reason for this that 
many of the most desirable settlers 
who hed held back when they were 
under the impression that there was 
an.open door through which all might 
pass, now came when they. saw the 
great care which is being taken in se- 
lection of immigrants. 

He also remarked that the area of 
homesteads granted in the last: fiscal 
year had increased “to ocr 634 mil- 
lion acres, while the sale of the: C. 
P. R. lands had inereased 159 . per 
cent., and the sale of C. N. R. lands 
had increased 112 per cent. over 
the previous fiscal year.

Scourges of the Past.

Prevention of Degenerative Diseases. 

Diseases of the heart, kidneys and 
blood vessels (apoplexy, parulysis) are 
caused by high pressure living, over- 
eating, intemperunce—any cwundition 
involving undue nerve strain. What 
may be done to guard against these 
troubles? The most rational protec- 
tive measure is to treat your body just 
as you would treat your business or 
your automobile or your yacht. Have 
is overhauled and examined periodi- 
cally.

Have plenty of window space, and 
so arrange your rooms that those most 
constantly occupied—bedrooms, living 
rooms, etc.—are thoroughly ventilated 
and well lighted. The best room in 
the house should be ured by the fam. 
fly, not by an occasional guest. 3

be drained below the foundation and | 
the cellar Hoors and walls thoroughly 
cemented. Absolute drymess may be 
attaived by having hollow walla. 
Bricks are undesirable for cellar walls, 
as they absorb moisture. Stone ia | 
likewise porous and retains moisture. 
Slate or cement coatings will obviate 
the danger. 


Heating. 

If you have a hot air furnace be sure | 
it is of good quality, gas proof and 
that the air supply is drawn from out- 
side und not from the cellar or any 
damp or dusty location. See that a 
water reservolr is attached to the fur- 
nace and kept filled. 

If other methods of heating by direct 
radiation are employed some provision 
should be made for changing the air 
of the room, Many special ventilating 
Systems have been invented, and if 
means permit these should be inves- 
tigated and’a desirable one installed 
when the bouse is built Stagnant, 
vitiated, overheated, dusty or dump 
air is a menace to bealth, Exclude 
these conditions from your howe, It 
cap be done. 


Water Supply. 

If there is no general water supply 
system in your tocality, beware of 
shaliow wells, surface springs or wa- 
ter, from any doubtful source.. A deep 
driven well far removed from any 
possible source of contamination, 
should be secured, if possible; other. 
wise cistern water, beld ip a slate or

cemented cistern. is safer. Suspectea 
water should always be boiled. 

I have elsewhere dwelt upon the Im- 
portance of proper sewage disposal, 
but it cannot be too often stated that 
the old fashioned methods employed 
to the country are barbarous and un- 
worthy of a civilized nation. Study 
this question carefully and adopt a 
system, whether surface irrigation or 
portable dry earth closet, etc., that 
will protect your family and your 
neighbors from disease. If greater 
care is not exercised in this regard 
the state must step in and act vigor- 
ously to protect the community from 
typhoid, hookworm and other mala- 
dies due to soil pollution. 

The Home Atmosphere. 

Tt fs not sufficient to keep physical 
germs out of the home atmosphere. 
The germs of discord, strife and con- 
fusion are also prejudicial to health. 
A household where nothing ever hap- 
pened and everything always worked 
smoothly would be a great bore, but 
there is a “golden mean,” character. 
ized by patience, forbearance, system 
and order in the household relations 
and government.

POULTRY 


The following rules will be good} 
ones to apply in connection with} 
handling eggs on a co-operative basis; | 
that is, where the community is} 
thickly settled enough for a good | 


A number of co-operative egg-pro-| 
ducing associations are now in opera- 
tion throughout the state and have! 
been unusually successful in securing | 
for the members of the association a | 
satisfactory premium over ordinary | 
store eggs. We recently noted the | 
rules of one of these associations. In} 
the thought that they would be of in- | 
terest to poultrymen generally, we 
reproduce them herewith. 

The eggs must not be over 7 days 
old at any time when delivered at the 
receiving place. They must be 
brought in at least once every week 
in winter and in hot weather they 
must be brought in twice a week. 

The eggs must be taken in from 
the hen house twice a day. 

All eggs must be clean and of a 
uniform size. No small or overly 
large eggs must be accepted. 

As soon as gathered the eggs should 
be stamped and placed in the cartons 
and kept in a cool place until deliv- 
ered. A cellar is all right if not, too 
damp or musty. 

Brown eggs shall be put in one 
carton and white in another and each 
carton so marked. 

Stamp every egg with your number 
stamp so that the number shows up 
when the eggs are in the carton. Put 
the egg in the filler cornerwise and 
not straight up and down. 

Your number. stamp should be 
stamped on the right side on top of 
the carton and the color stamp on the 
left side. 

Don’t use too much ink in stamp- 
ing. It might work through the shell, 
only a light mark is necessary. Try 
your stamp on paper first. 


Don’t wash the eggs. That takes 
off the glaze. Keep nest, boxes and 
floors clean and well bedded with 


clean straw. Use a cloth to wipe the 
eggs if necessary. 

Don’t allow broody hens to sit on 
the eggs. Close them up separately.
